* HIS Year affording no material ſtellar Ocecul. 
tations, viz. of the firſt-or ſecond Magnitude 
having a little ſpare Room, I have endeavoured to pro. 
cure ſo much as would contain my Method of ad juſt- 
ing a Meridian Line, and making Obſervations ; hoping 
it may be ſerviceable to Aſtronomical Friends. 

In or near the top of the Frame of a South Windoy 
(or one that way inclining) make an Aperture quite 
thro', ſlope it upwards on the Outerſide, ſo as that the 
Sun in his utmoſt Height may ſhine through it: And 
having made a ſmall Aperture thro' a thin Braſs Plate, 
place it againſt the Inſide of the Aperture of the Win. 
dow Frame (if it be let into the Frame with a Groove, 
ſo as to ſlide a little backward and forward, it will be 
more Commodious.] About a foot, or a foot and a half 
diſtant from this Plate, place a Column of Braſs, having 
a plain ſurface towards the South, well ſilver'd over, 
with a fine black Line down the middle; rake care that 
this Line ſtand exactly Perpendicular, and place the Co- 
lumn fo as that the centre of the Sun's Image let thro' 
the Braſs Plate, may fall preciſely upon the Perpendi. 
cular Line at Noon. (Note, a Column of firm Wood, 
cover'd with white Paper, may ſupply the Place of a 
Braſs Column tolerably well.) Now to adjuſt your 
Meridian do thus: Firſt, place your Column as near 
the Truth as Poſſible, which may be done within a few 
Minutes, by a good Sun-dial, a Quadrant, or the like, 
which done, in order to rectify it, when the Sun is in or 
near the Summer Solſtice, viz. upon any of the firſt 
20 Days in June, the nearer the 10th Day the better. 
With a Quadrant (not held in your Hands, but firmly 
ſupported) obſerve the Sun's Altitude at 5 or 6 ſeveral 
Times (or more) betwixt the Hours of 6 and 11 in the 
Morning, noting the Time preciſely by your Pendu- 
lum: Obſerve alſo at what Time the Sun's centre paſ- 
ſeth the Perpendicular Line, aforeſaid, together with 
the preciſe Times Afrer-novn of the Sun's coming 4 
gain to the ſame Altitudes you obſery'd in the Morn- 
ing: Now if theſe Obſervations happen preciſely at 
the ſame Diſtance from the ſuppoſed Meridian, as thoſe 
made before Noon, your Meridian is truly adjuſted; 
if not, ſlide the Braſs Plate a little to the Right Hand, 
if your ſuppoſed Meridian, or Noon- Tide, ** too

ſoon, or to the left if too late; thus may you, with a few 
careful Trials adjuſt your Merid- with the utmoſt Accura- 
cy; which done, fix the Plate for fear of further Diſap- 
pointment- By this Method, it matters not whether your 
Quadrant be well or ill divided, provided it be pretty 
large; nay, ſuch as have no Quadrant, by fixing 2 Sights 
ina plain Board, without any Diviſions at all, and ma- 
king [mall Marks on the Board where the Plum-line falls 
inthe Morning, and obſerving ar what Time it takes the 
ſame Marks after Noon, may adjuſt a true Meridian as 
well as with the beſt divided Quadrant. f 

Now having ſuch a Meridian with a well adjuſted Pen- 
dulum; I uſe this ſimple but certain Method. When J in- 
tend to make an Obſervation, I note at the preceding 
Noon-tide, how many min. and ſec. my Pendulum varies 
from Truth, and letting it continue ſo, I carefully obſerve 
by the ſame Pendulum, the Time of the expected Phæno- 
mena; and well knowing that the beſt adjuſted Pendulum 
will gain or loſe ſome ſmall matter, I obſerve again at the 
next Noon- Tide, or the neareſt poſſible, how much mine 
hath varied ; and by making proper Allowance for ſuch 
Derogation, I note the preciſe appar. Time of every ſuch 
Obſervat. which (by the by) is the time expected by all 
xpert Aſtronomers; and not the mean time which ſome 
pretend to give, thereby fruſtrating their own Deſigns ; 
be various Methods hitherto uſed in equating time, 
making it impoſſible to determine from thence what the 
correct or apparent time is. 

What chiefly induced me to trouble my Readers with 
heſe Lines, was the Inconſiſtency of ſome modern Ob- 
ervations with the real Phænomena (particularly thoſe 
f Echipſes) and what cannot be too much lamented ; ſo 
pinionated are we of our own Performances, that when 
e Veracity of ſuch as ſeem to derogate is called in que. 
lion, the Perſon concern'd, inſtead of examining his 
erformance, his Inſtruments, and what Occurrences 
hen happen d; and upon ſuch a Scrutiny finding a Mi- 
ate, or Suſpicion thereof, ingenuouſly acknowledge it; 
nltead of this, I ſay, he racks his Brain to find a plauſi- 
le Excuſe, as he thinks, to make his Performance paſs 
nexceptionable 3 not conſidering that in ſo doing he be- 
is himſelf, by expoſing his Weakneſs, or what is worſe,
